NEW YORK (P-O)—Dr. Na- 
hum Goldmann declared that the 
jniative to “regularize” the Pre- 
sidents Conference did not come 
from him though he approves 
of the move.

FEURSTEIN had made these 
charges against the Presidents 
Conference’s alleged domination 
by the Jewish Agency and the 
Zionist organizations last week. 
After hearing the Orthodox 
charges, Goldmann stated, “If 
this is what Orthodox Jews say 
Iam glad I am not an Orthodox 
Jew.”

For Performing Bris Without Mohel

PEEKSKILL, N. Y. (P-O)—A 
young couple here has filed a 
$75,000 suit against a small-town 
Illinois hospital for performing 
circumcision on their son with- 
out rabbinical ritual. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jay Silverman, 
both teachers, charged that In- 
galls Memorial Hospital in Har- 
vey, Ill., near Chicago, had per- 
formed the circumcision in June 
of last year after they had re- 
fused to sign a standard hospital 
form permitting surgery. 


THE COUPLE said they had 
planned on a rabbinically-super- 
vised circumcision on the eighth 
day after birth as prescribed by 
Jewish law. Their son, Brian, 
was circumcised by a_ hospital 
surgeon on the third day “before 
we knew what was happening.” 

The Silvermans said the hos- 
pital director, L. C. Mortrud, had 
apologized to them after the 
event, calling it “an apparent 
mixup” and expressing “his sor- 
row for what had happened.”

"NEW YORK (P-0) — An 83- 
year-old Methodist Minister who 
had been converted from Juda- 
ism 53 years ago committed 
suicide here late last month 
through an overdose of sleeping 





pills. 

The Reverend Stanislav Van 
Klein, born Shimon Ben Morde- 
cai Z’ev Klein in Prague, Czecho- 
slovakia, took his own life be- 
cause he had wanted to return 
to the Jewish faith and felt the 
way back was too difficult. 

Van Klein’s last note said only 
that he “was born a Jew and 
wanted to die a Jew with Shama 
Yisroel on his lips and in his 
heart,” according to Rabbi 
Joseph Henkin, executive di- 
rector of the Ezras Torah Relief 
Society. 

The statement also said: “The 
way back is hard but there is 
no other alternative.” 

Rabbi Henkin said he first 
learned of Van Klein two days 
before the suicide when Rabbi 
Solomon B. Shapiro, a Jewish 
chaplain at the hospital and a 
long-time friend of the Metho- 
dist Minister, told him that Van 
Klein had revealed his Jewish 
birth and his desire to end his 
days as a Jew. 





IConverted Evangelist Wishes 
To Die as Jew; Commits Suicide 


Rabbi Shapiro, spiritual leader 
of Congregation B’nai Abra- 
ham, Brooklyn, said he wanted 
Rabbi Henkin’s advice as to how 
to best effect reconversion. 

RABBI SHAPIRO conveyed 
this advice to Van Klein together 
with Rabbi Henkin’s warning 
that the path back to Judaism 
must begin immediately and 
would be. difficult. 

Rabbi Henkin replied that Van 
Klein must immediately begin :to 
eat Kosher food, put on Tafillin 
every day, pray and do good 
deeds, such as giving charity to 
Jewish institutions. He must 
also make a public announce- 
ment of his intention to return 
to Judaism. 

Van Klein is reported to have 
asked for 24 hours to think the 
matter over. When Rabbi Sha- 
piro returned to the hospital the 
next day he found Van Klein in 
a coma from an_ overdose of 
sleeping pills. Van Klein died 
soon after. 

A bottle of sleeping tablets 
was left by Van Klein's bedside. 


RABBI HENKIN said that 
Van Klein had been buried in 
a Jewish section of Mount Pleas- 
ant Cemetery in Westchester 
with rabbinical ceremonies.

NEW YORK (P-O) — Charg- 
ing the Jewish Welfare Board 
was not properly taking care of 
Orthodox soldiers, Young Israel 
decided to set up a kosher frozen 
food pilot program at Ft. Dix. 


Stanley Schlessel, the director 
of the Armed Forces Division 
of Young Israel, says, “The JWB 
provides a can of beans and 
frankfurthers, a can of~ soup, 
gefilte fish and kosher meals on 
Passover and this is hardly what 
one would call a sufficent diet 
for the Orthodox servicemen.” 


“We are tired of going to com- 
mittee meetings year after year 
and getting nowhere while the 
Orthodox men starve,” Schlessel 
said. 


It is hoped the pilot program 
will prove to the military that 
such a program is practical. Ft 
Dix officials indicated that they 
won’t interfere with the program. 
since Young Israel will be doing 
it completely on its own. Young 
Israel has previously set up a 
kosher kitchen at Ft. Dix which

The JWB has of 
fered to co-operate with Young 
Israel in setting up the program. 


REUBEN GROSS, chairman oj 
the Armed Forces committee of 
the Union of Orthodox Jewish 
Congregations, says that he feels 
the pilot program is “an excellent 
idea but only if its intent is to 
show the military that such a 
program is feasible and can be 
undertaken by the military it- 
self.” 


Gross charges that the JWB 
allots only $20,000 of the million 
and a half dollars it collects each 
year, to providing kosher food 
for Jewish servicemen. “Out of 
the $20,000 perhaps $10,000 and 
even less actually goes directly 
for the Orthodox soldier,” Gross 
further charges. “The rest goes 
to keeping up the little civil 
service the JWB maintains with 
its shipping departments, clerks, 
field men and professionals.” 


Gross had previously charged 
(P-O, Oct. 9) that “certain pro- 
fessionals” in the JWB’s Chap- 
laincy Commission were “sabo- 
taging” efforts to get the mili- 
tary to provide kosher food on 
a regular basis to its Orthodox 
men, so they would have a selling 
point to raise funds and keep 
their jobs. He named Rabbi Lev 
as one of the professionals he had 
in mind. Gross claims that he 
has “received bitter complaints 
from Orthodox Jewish service- 
men as to the inadequate kosher 
food supplies they receievd from 
the JWB, and chaplains have 
complained to me that they re- 
ceived damaged trilons from the 
JWB. They must be buying fac- 
tory rejects or something.” 

Recently the UOJC was askea 
by the Young Israel the 
Agudith-Yisroel to join with them 


and 


in providing kosher food for Or- 
thodox Jewish servicemen. The 
UOJC refused. “We took this 
stand,” Gross explains, “because 
we believe that the military 
should provide kosher food fcr 
all its men that require it, and 
not any Jewish organizations and 
they should provide it, not as a 
privilege but as a right.” 


Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Charles Finucane after meeting 
with Orthodox Jewish issued a 
statement this week which the 
UOJC has interpreted as “the 
first major break on this matter 
in 20 years.” 


Finucane declared he is “en- 
tirely in sympathy with your 
position that every reasonable 
effort should be made to provide 
kosher food” for Orthodox serv- 
icemen.

DENVER (P-O) — A Denver 
insurance executive took issue 
with Anti-Defamation League ac- 
counts of wide-spread discrimi 
nation against employment of 
Jews by life insurance companies. 

Bernard Springer, past com- 
mander of the Denver Jewish 
War Veterans and sales promo- 
tion director of Security Life and 
Accident Co., wrote ADL that 
its survey was not representative 
of the insurance business. He 
cited his own experience, among 
that of many other agents, as 
indicated what he called “un- 
limited opportunities” regardless 
ef religion. 

Springer pointed out that the 
opportunities for greater income 
are better in the sales and agen- 
cy areas than among the home 
office executives whose salaries 
are fixed.

The facts about large insurance companies employing 
Jews only on the selling level (P-O, Dec. 11) are not new. 
The same condition exists in most banks and other large 
industrial enterprises where a person’s religion may limit 
his advancement into the higher echelons of management. 

IT IS THIS situation which has led the American 
Jewish Committee to seek to do something about the 5 
o’clock shadow, which marks the hour when association 
between Jews and non-Jew end at the close of the busi- 
ness day to be resumed the next morning. 

The position of the American Jewish Committee is 
that because Jews are barred from major non-Jewish social 
organizations, thus limiting their association with the 
power circle in any community, their chances of advance- 
ment in the dominant commercial enterprises is almost nil. 

WE CONCEDE the validity of this diagnosis, but 
wouldn’t suggest the lifting of a finger to do anything 
about it. 

In .connection with companies such as the life insur- 
ance ones, we feel that the Anti-Defamation League, which 
compiled the facts, should publish the names of those 
firms in which Jews have been given an equal oppor- 
tunity for advancement. 

This should achieve a considerable rectification of the 
matter in a minimum amount of time. 


WHAT HAVE WE TO HIDE? 


The commotion aroused in Milwaukee by the declar- 
ation that because of certain historical developments the 
Jewish group shows higher intelligence levels than aver- 
age (P-O, Dec. 11), may be inevitable. But that hardly 
seems reason enough for Jews themselves to advocate non- 
publication of such statements. 

MOST JEWS seem to feel, perhaps without scientific 
justification, that on the whole the Jewish group does 
show superior intelligence traits. This is almost part of 
our folklore. 

What Prof. William H. Stone said may not be fully 
justified on the basis of present scientific knowledge. Al- 
though he is associate professor in the University of Wis- 
consin’s department of genetics, the fact remains that 
present scientific research is at the point where it main- 
tains that there are no important differences between 
peoples and races when it comes to native intelligence. 

IF CERTAIN knowledge leads Prof. Stone to his con- 
clusion, what is wrong with voicing it? And if his views 
teach the daily press are we to be so fearful that we 
demean ourselves by asking if this is good or bad pub- 
licity for Jews? 

Let us not take a superior position, regardless of 
what the scientific investigations show. But let us not 
fear to show ourselves as we are because of some imagined 
bad reaction on the part of the general public. 


U.S. JEWRY’S PLEDGE 


The figures released by Rabbi Herbert Friedman at 
the United Jewish Appeal conference in New York over 
the week-end showing U. S. Jewry’s contribution to the 
organization of which he is executive vice-president are 
impressive. 

FOR 1958 THE UJA raised $63 million. 

For 1959, the figures will reach $68 million by the 
end of this month. 

Since these are gift dollars, which are supplemented 
by an almost equal amount available from the sale of 
israel bonds, it can be seen that the response of the U. S. 
Jewish community to Israel’s financial needs is not meagre. 

ALL OF US WISH that the totals were larger. The 
needs are no less now and for the forseeable future than 
they ever have been. Israel faces a tremendous task in 
absorbing the end of the German reparations, which will 
stop in a few years after having supplied the Jewish state 
with almost $700 million in ten years. , 

In addition Israel begins in just over a year the re- 
payment of the principal of the first Israel bonds sold 
in 1951. 

WHILE WE applaud the Jewish community for its 
efforts in 1958 and 1959, there must not be a feeling of 
any lessening in the urgency of the need. It is true that 
Jews from behind the iron curtain countries or from lands 


where they have no future are not streaming into Israel: 


at the moment. But no one knows that thousands will 
not be jamming the gates of Israel tomorrow. 

Israel has shown her willingness to take in every 
immigrant who needs a free place to live. 

The UJA’s annual conference is the U. S. Jewish 
community’s pledge to Israel] that her gallant efforts stir 
our hearts and engage our attention in a way which is 
got diminishing but rather increasing as the years go by.

Any trip to New York is always full of 
renewing acquaintances, and this past week 
was not out of the ordinary, even though 
three national Jewish agencies were holding 
their annual meetings—the American Com- 
mittee for the Weizmann Institute, the Joint 
Distribution Committee and the United Jew- 
ish Appeal. 

AT ONE TIME we made a suggestion 
that all national Jewish organizations schedule 
their conventions one after another so that 
someone like Dewey Stone who is a top 
official in all three of those organizations 
could shave time traveling back and forth from 
their homes to the convention, which inci- 
dentally is what Dewey did. But there are 
so many Jewish conventions now that our

the origin of my name. My father wag 
originally from Sluck in old Russian Poland 
He came to this country in 1903.—REUBEN 
KOMISAR, Nashville. 

KOMISAR is an interesting family name, 
It denotes not a state of- 
ficial, but a plenipotenti- 
ary, an administrator of a 
landed estate or an exten- 
sive farm. Such employees 
were referred to as komi- 
sars both in Polish and 
Russian. Polish and Rus- 
sian landowners only rare- 
ly appointed Jewish ad- 
ministrators of their es- 
tates but where it hap- 

pened it was a resounding compliment 

to the appointee’s ability and agricultural 
astuteness. 
DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I would like to 
know the origin and meaning of the name 
Fromovitz, which we changed to Fromer— 
MRS. MARY FROMER, Brooklyn. 
FROMOWITZ is a patronymic, a family 
name derived from the Hebrew name 

of an ancestor. Your ancestor’s name was 
Ephraim which in the affectionate diminu- 
tive is reduced to Froim. Rromowitz 
(Froimowitz) means “the descendant of 
Ephraim.” The name dates back to 1804 
when Russian Jews assumed permanent 
family names for the first time. The Rus- 
sian government frowned on family names 
based on Hebrew. But Fromowitz sounded 
like a Russian family name, and easily

Between Idealism and Need to Provide for Family

I got to thinking about the 2d- 
jtorial in last week’s POST and 
OPINION about the problem ot 
finding rabbis to serve in the 
small community, including the 
one in North Carolina needing a 
circuit-riding rabbi. The editorial 
insisted that “if the emphasis or. 
pigness . . - is to be overcome, 
more idealism is necessary” and 
that “anyone who takes the posi- 
tion that the American rabbi ot 
today is... nota victim like 
the rest of us of the market- 
place mentality by which we are 
surrounded is only fooling him- 
self.” 

As I say, I got to thinking. 

It generally follows that if a 
man is alone, without family. 
there is more likelihood of his 
turning his helpfulness and gen- 
erosity outward. Nor would he 
be as hesitant, with no one of his 
own to be responsible for; to 
sacrifice his own needs and com- 
forts for the good of others. 
To literally “give the shirt off 
his back.” 


SO IT COMES down to this. 
Either we’re happy to see our 
rabbis fulfilled in their personal 
lives, with loving mate and chil- 
dren, or we’re not.

stream of life, from wife and 
family, such as other religions 
have done with their traditions 
of celibate monk and cloistered 
nun.
